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Frederic Remington’s rendition of “Pima Indians convoying 
a silver train in Mexico,” appeared in Harper’s Weekly 
January 15, 1887. An accompanying story read: “The Sierra 
Madre Mountains lying in Sonora and Chihuahua are well 
known to be very rich in silver. There are mines on the 
Chihuahua side which have been worked far beyond living 
memory or tradition. ... The mountains are now overrun 
with prospectors, as the presence of GERONIMO in Florida has 
left the Apache country safe for development.”
